WASIIIXOTON, May 11,— Seneca Hazel- 


ton, UniU'd States Minister to Vene- 
zuela, who ia in Washington ostensibly 
on leave ol absence from hie post, will 
not return to Venezuela. While Admiral 
Meado was at La Guayra with hia 
squadron this spring he had occasion to 
communicate with the United States 
legation at Caracas. Tho President ia 
saiil to have acted immediately, and thia 
aecounta for tho Minister's audden de- 
parture from Venezuela for Washington. 
Admiral Monde's report, according to 


La Guayra, reflects severely upon the

state ami navy department oUiuuilB. Me 
baa desired to present hia sido of the 
cane to Secretary (.ircshnin, but owing to 
the latter'a sickness thu conferences have 
been withheld. Tlio minister Ima aaked 
for a cupy of the clmrj^ea inailo by Ad- 
miral Meado, but the department ofli- 
cial bus not felt at liberty to civo them.

Then we were detained about ISO 
second a nt the door of one of the cabinet 
officers. This nlso irritated the Ad- 
miral, and ho resented what ho regarded 
as an undignified proceeding. He con- 
sented, however, to go through with the 
calla after giving free expression to his 
criticism and disapproval. He declared 
that it waa an unusual course for an 
Admiral to be making calls on the cab- 
inet. I had relied on the live years ex- 
perience of Mr. Bartleman, my secre- 
tary, who said it was a local custom. 


'•Another irritation occurred tia to 


calling on the foreign ministers. It had 
been arranged that we should call on tho 
minifiters of Spain, Germany and other 
countries represented , and invite them to 
the reception of the Admiral Inter. (Mr. 
Bartman gave this as the custom. But 
Admiral Meade positively declined to 
call on the foreign ministers. As a re- 
sult they were not seen and none of 
them attended the reception given by 
the American minister."

OP 


PRINCIPLES 


As Adopted hy tlio Session of the 


Supreme Council at 


Milwaukee. 


MILWAUKEE, May 11.— The following 


s thu complete deciaratfon of principles 
of the International American Protect- 
ive Association, as adopted by tho eus- 
aion of the supremo council: 


Recognizing that tho political and 


noral advance of nations depends aa 
much on tho general intelligence and 
advancement of mankind and govern- 
ments universally, as on the moral, 
political and physical perfection of tho 
units composing the nation, and alao, 


Recognizing that human perfection 


can only be attained through complete 
ntormitioual, social and political inter- 
course, and further, 


Recognizing that tho progress and de- 


velopment of constitutional governments 
ire wilfully soltlah nnd obstructed by 
certain orguniziitious claiming universal 
recognition, ivnd which, through tho 
completeness of their systems of organi- 
sation, exercise a more or less universal 
urisdictlon, to thodetrimentand injury, 
is of constitutional sovereigns nnd gov- 
ernments as of the subjects and peonies 
. lereof ; and

Believing that the further advance- 


ment of human freedom and progress 
ire moat speedily and best accomplished 
ly tho maintenance of 
constituted 


authority against abuses of infringe- 
nent upon tho rights, privileges and 
ibnrties of individuals by constitutional 
enactments and lawful protests. 


This, the first congress of tbe Inter- 


national Protective Association, li«ld 
this llth day of May, 1895, hereby for- 
u u la tea the following declaration of 
mnciples, aims and purposes of tho 
Dcorporution :

2. The perfection of all ig tho recognl- 
ion of the ri^ht of local government. 


3. The right of freedom, conscience,

ment of the world ia best expedited by

fare of mankind is best enhanced and 
preserved by the continuance of a last- 
ing pence between all races and oeoplea 
opposed to the efforts of Bullish and 
soulless ecclesiastical and financial cor- 
poration B to disturb the harmony of 
universal brotherhood

EDITOR UEPUIIUCAS :— Knowing that 


your valuable paper is always ready to 
)lace before the raisin grower any idea 
bat may be of benefit to the plun of co- 
operation, we truat you will kindly pub- 
iah in full the accompanying copy of 
.he law which was passed last March 
)y which co-operative associations can 
)e formed; the main principle being 
ihat it differs from a corporation inas- 
much us that each individual hag one 
voto in tbo management of the aEsocia- 
ion, and not according to any number 
of shares owned. There is no doubt 
hat there are in this valley a great 
nuny people who are not aware that 
such u law is in existence, and as it 
corns exactly to meet the requirements 
of tho case in hand at piceent ami also 
o do away with a great many of the ob- 
ectiona raised by people wliodo notliko 
he idea of having the co-operative ctmi- 
miiiuu under corporation laws, bv pub- 
ishing this law it is believed it will iiavu 
)eneticial 'effect. 1 have been given 
,o understand that already several local- 
ties are taking definite, action in priv 
mriug to incorporate under this law. If 
our readers will carefully peruse this 
aw and tlien go ahead and incorporate 
inder it in tho different sections of tho 
'.ounty, they will then be in a position 
o join nn association which has already 
>t>un formed by representatives from 
evenil of the largest co-operative puck- 
ng companies in tho valley, whereby 
he selling of the raisins will be placed 
n tho hands of a. board of director a 
(imposed of representatives from tho 
ilTerunt 
co-operative 
packing com- 


mnitis. 


It ia only thus, by eliminating compe- 


ition from iimong ourselves that wu can 
xpcct to realise fair prices for our rni- 
ins. 
It is to be hoped that our friends 


vho are holding for cash in the sweat 
iox will recognize the fact that buyers 
vill not pay anv moro than tho> really 
avetopay; and a great many people 
re so hard up that they will sell their 
;oods for very little money. While in 
:o-oporation thu strong can assist in 
urrying tho weak and thus save the 
larkut from being demoralized. 
There is only one exception that tho 


writer takes to the letter written by Mr. 


leaver n abort time ago; hu said that if 
•o have co-operative companies and 
lie commission men want to buy for 
ash ut a fair price, tlion Bell ; and if 
ext year they would not pay a fair 


price, then start up the pnckitiK houses 
gain. In tbe writer's judgment this 
would not be advisable, because nftur 


ou have once established your trade in 
hu east you in net continue to supply 
•hat trade if you expect them to stand 
>y you and purchase the goods. Con- 
equently the grower must, when he in 
n co-operation, give up all idea of sell- 
ng for cash in tbo sweat box if ho in- 
ends to make a success of tho raisin 
insiness. Because if raisins are worth 
cents in tho sv.eat box they are worth 
noro packed ; and if packers can afford 
o pay 4 cents, tho grower can pack 
horn, nnd get just t\a much out of it ns 
lie pucker can afford to pay, besides 
making what profit tho packer would 
make. 


I wonld like to give here n word of 


varning to the grower who intends 
lolding for cash in the sweat box; 
niuely, do not eell your raisins below 
he cost of production. We can state 
rom an actual fact that a vineyard last 
•ear which produced a good average 
:rop, almost n ton to the acre, louring 
un thu interest on thu land, the water 
ax, etc., cost the producer juet 3 39 100 
etita per pound, or a fraction over 
K cents per pound. While a great 
nany people will Htate that they will 
,ake 2% cents per pound for their raisins, 
ash in the sweat box, they will un- 
doubtedly bu losing money if they figure 
n every necessary expense.

The fnll text of the law govering co- 


operative association is too long lo give 
entire, and would perhaps not interest 
the general reader. A summary of it is 
[iven below. Those who are especially 
ntereated will, of course, make a study 
of the laws in its entirety. 


It shall be lawful for live or more per- 


sons to form a co-operative aQsociaiion 
or the purpose of transacting any law- 
ul business. Such associations shall 
not have or issue any capital stock, but 
shall issue membership certificates to 
;ach member thereof, and such mem- 
tership certificates cannot be assigned 
so that the transferee,.- tlfereof can by 
such transfer become a member of the 
association except by tbe resolution of 
,he board of directors of the association. 
3ut by the resolution of consent of 
,he t)oard of directors, such certificates 
may be transferred, so that the trusferee 
nay become a member in lieu of the last 
ormer bolderthereof. 


In such association the rights and in- 


and no member can have or acquire a 
greater interest therein than any other 
member, has. At every election held 
pursuant to the by-laws each member 
shall be entitled to cast one vote nnd no 
more. All persons above the age of IS 
years, regardless of ees, shall bu eligible 
to membership, if otherwise qualified 
and elected as tne by-laws may provide. 
The by-laws shall provide for the amount 
of the indebtedness which such associa- 
tion may incur. And no member nhnl! 
be responsible individually, or person- 
Ally liable for any of tbe debts or liabil- 
ities of the association in excess of his 
proportion of such indebtedness; but in 
case of the failure and insolvency of such 
association may he required to pay any 
unpaid dues or installments which have 
before such insolvency become due from 
such member to the association, pursu- 
ant to its by-la we; 


Every association formed under this 


act shall preoare articles of nsaociation 
in writing, which shall set forth : The 
name of tbe association, the purpose for 
which it is formed, the place where its 
principal business is to be transacted 
the term for which it is to exist (not to 
exceed fifty years), the number of di 
rectors thereof, and tho names nnd resi- 
dences of those selected for the firat year 
the amount which each member is to pa] 
upon admission ne membership fee, am 
that each member signing the articles ha 
actually paid in tmch sum, ami that ttie 
interest and right of each member there 
in is to bo equal. Such articles of na 
socintion muet lie subscribed by tin 
original associates or membera, ivix 
acknowledged by each before mime per 
eon competent to tako an aclcnowledp 
menttf n de«<l in thia ttate. Such art! 
clea so subscribed and acknowledge* 
ahall be filed in the office of the secre- 
tary of sute, who ahall furnish a certi 


lied copy thereof, which shall be filed in 
the oflice of tho county clerk of tne 
county where thu principal business ol 
such association is to bu transacted ; 
and from thu timu of such Cling in thu 
ollice of Huid county clerk the associa- 
tion shall be complete, and shall have 
and exercise all the powers for which it 
was formed. 


An association of this sort must adopt 


constitution and by-laws within forty 
days after organization. A majority of 
members is sulticient to adopt by-laws 
and a constitution. Itallots must be 
secret. 
A copy of thu by-laws and 


amendments must bo filed in the ollice 
of the county clerk. 


The property of tho association is sub- 


ect to judgment and execution for debts 
if the association. Ample provision is 
nade to protect tho association from 
udguients and attachments. 
The manner, time aud place of divld- 


ng tbe profits must by fixed in the by- 
aws. 


Such an association can sue and be 


ued, buy and sell real estate and per- 
onnljproperty. and do nearly all busiueev 
hat an individual may do. It may bor- 
row money, give notes, bills and mort- 
gages. 


Two or more such associations may 


consolidate when a written agreement 
o that effect is signed by two-thirds uf 
lie members of each company. A con- 
olid a ted association may bo dipsolved 
in the written consent of two-thirds of

They have had much to say 
about it since, and lust night appeared 
about 3 o'clock on Mariposa street, bo- 
Lween J nnd K, iiud gave expression to 
threats against poreona whom they ac- 
cused of slandering Mrs. Luvurone, both 
before and since thu suit was decided. 


One person in particular seemed to 


have excited tho nu^er of Mrs, Leverono 
on account of something she accused 
him of Haying about her. This person 
was R. Rumen. Slio found him in front 
of the old Monarch mtloon, later tho 
Apex, and still later tho Grotto. She 
accused him of traducing her diameter. 
Her limy u ago was violent, and when he 
lunied the charge- she struck him in the 
face with her list. Ho resettled it, nnd 
returned tbo blow, but those who saw 
it did not beliovo that he actually struck 
lier. However, they exchanged two ur 
ihree blows, Mrs. Luvorone performing 
lier part.

penred from opposite entrances and took 
their neata, amid clieera. I'ayen wag es- 
quired by Micliaelsou and Johnson, 
while Reno and Allen did the needful 
(or Kennedy. There waa a grim, bugt- 
nees-like appearance about each of the 
principals. They advanced to the mid- 
dle of the rinn and shook' hands in a 
perfunctory sort of way nnd then waited 
imoationtly for the Bound of the Koug.
